NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
. No Jew who reads the fall reports of the debate on the Jewish Question, 
which took place in the French Chamber of Deputies, last Saturday and 
Monday, will feel otherwise than pleased. It is trae that the object of those 
who initiated the debate was the reverse of benevolent to the Jews. 
Indeed many hard and disagreeable things were said about our co- 
religionists. But the upshot of the two days’ debate was distinctly profitable 
to the Jews, inasmuch as it succeeded in demonstrating once more, that the 
whole case for the anti-Semites is a tissue of absurdities and delusions. While 
the agitation of MV. Drumont and Denis continues it is necessary to direct 
public attention ovcasionally to the hollowness and disingenuousness of their 


propaganda, and to the dangers with which it is fraught, and we could not 


wish for a better means of attaining this end than a great debate in 
Parliament, set on foot by the anti-Semites themselves. The chief charges 
brought against the Jews by M. Denis and the Viscount a’ Hugues 
laboured under the inevitable disadvantage of staleness. They had the 
further misfortune of being mutually destructive. MM. Denis com- 
plained of the, excessive number of Jews in the various branches of the 


public service, and of their ‘infiltration’ of the professions. The Viscount 


d'Hugues dwelt on their menacing character as capitalists, and on the subtlety 
and craft with which they have invaded the world of commerce and finance. 
[t would seem, then, that M. Denis would like to hound them ont of the pro- 
fessions, while his colleague would wish to clear them ont of the Market 
Places, and yet they must be in either one or the other, unless both these 
latter-day disciples of Apion would deny them any and every means of earn- 
ing a livelihood. 

A most effective reply to the anti-Semites was made by M. Nagnet. 
This well-known deputy, although a Jew by birth, is a rabid freethinker by 
profession and a fanatical enemy of all the churches. He was able therefore 
to claim a certain impartiality in dealing with the Jewish Question. His 
denunciation of the grievancesof MM. Denis and d’ Hugues was merciless and 
annihilating. He contrasted the so-called Jewish invasion of the public 
service with the abstentions of the Roman Catholic Conservatives, and asked 
which of these. two religious bodies showed a_ better disposition 
towards the Republic? He might also have pointéd out, had he 
been less of a.freethinker, that the State, by its persecution of 
the Church and its fears of Clerical -intluences, has itself ‘stimulated 


the large influx of Jews and Protestants into its service. M. Naquet 
made short. work of the Viseonnt d’Hugues’s objections to Jewish 
capitalism. A sectarian’ capitalism, he urged, was nonsense. If you 


abolish it or restrict it in the case of the Jews, you will soon have 
to do the same in the case of non-Jews. “It is not tar,” he said 


significantly, ‘from the Laffitte to -the Bonlevard des 
Italiens—from the house of Rothschild to the Credit Lyon- 
nais.” Moreover, had not a  Radival deputy already warned. the 


Chamber that to the Collectivists a landowner, like the Viscount d’ Hugues, 
is jast as bad as a Hebrew financier, and that in the Socialist Millennium 
both would be equally expropriated? Under these circumstances, was it 
altogether wise of the Viscount to light a fire which would eventually burn 
down his own honse? As for the alleged separatism of the Jews, and their 
refusal to merge themselves into the nation with which they dwelt, that was, 
declared M. Naquet, as much the fault of the Church as the Synagogue, 
“for the one will not marry a Jew, and the other will not marry a Christian.” 


It is true, he added, with an autobiographical touch, that the Jews might — 
apostatise, “but when they do that they usually become freethinkers.” In. 


these circumstances, they have only the civil marriage ceremony open to 
them, and eligible Christian brides, as a rule, have an invincible repugnance 
to that form of wedding. Asa matter of fact, the Roman Catholics and 


Protestants are but little less immiscible than the Jews, and in countries 


where they are in a minority, their position is much the same as that of the 
Jews in France, and for the same reasons. 
There is published this week in our colamas quite a phenomenal List of 
Donations, contributed on the occasion of the recent Centenary Festival 
Dinner of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, at which Alderman 


G. Faudel Phillips presided. The List is far and away the biggest ever 
It occupies 


published in our columns. It beats the record in several ways. 
twenty-two columns, numbers considerably over 2,000 individual donations, 
and amounts in the aggregate to £20,000. This result has been obtained 
by clever organisation, active canvassing and general recognition of the 
claims of the Charity upon the generosity of the community. 
individual donations of large amounts are conspicuous, they are really not 
the most telling characteristics of the Lists. The most satisfactory feature 
is the fact that the large amount subscribed has been contributed byall sorts and 
conditions of men. If in a few conspicuous instances the contributions do 
not appear to be, and really are not, proportionately adequate, for the most 
part every man has given “ according to his ability,” and some exceptional 
niggardliness is happily contrasted by most commendable generosity in not 
a few. The List has a moral. It indicates the signs of the times to those 


who are responsible for the management of our Institutions. No longer 


need they depend upon the favour of a few individuals, but rather should they 
rely upon the general support of the rank and file of the community. The 
base has been broadened, our middle-class is rising by leaps and bounds, and 


“it is upon the generosity of the many, and not of the few, that the managers 


of our charities can now depend, when a good case is made out for the 
indulgence of a generous mood. | 


Mr. Isidore Spielman bas called attention to a matter which must 
have impressed itself upon all - those who are engaged in carrying 
forward the burdens of the commuaity. In returniag thanks to the seat- 
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holders of the St. Petersburgh Place Synagogues for the signal compliment 
which they had conferred upon him, Mr. Spielman took occasion to refer to 
the many Jewish families in London who contribute nothing to the support 
of the burdens of the community. There are, without doubt, those who 
‘nherit with their fortunes, public duties towards their people which they 
carelessly ignore. The obligation to maintain our public institutions and 
charities is surely one which falls with increasing weight upon those who 
are largely endowed with material prosperity. Yet it is among this class 
that the most indifferent can be found. And when we use the word indif- 
ferent, we are not referring only to the religious interests of the Synagogue, 
but to the actual needs of the poor, and to the cause of education among the 
‘ndustrial classes. It would not be difficult to compile a list of families and 
individuals who are conspicuous by reason of their absence from all partici- 
pation in communal works, no less than they are on account of their power 
to help. Some of them even bear names which, down to the generation immedi- 
ately preceding them, were identified with every important public work in the 
Jewish community. The contrast thus established between one generation 
and another is painfully striking. The sense of traditional family obligation 
seems to be lost in those cases to which we refer. ‘There are, on the other 
hand, a very considerable number of persons who, having migrated from 
Germany to this country a generation ago, and having amassed more than 
ample competence, remain practically outside the community of Israel, though 
physically inseparable from it. They do not contribute to the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, neither are they members of any Jewish congregation. Such 
extraordinary dearth of public spirit and of true Jewish consciousness is one 
of the most subtle symptoms of a gross materialism, the like of which it 
would not be easy to parallel in any other group of men. It is this state of 
things which accounts for the fact that the burdens of the community are 
borne by the few, and not by the many. Many of our institutions suffer for 


the want of adequate support, mainly in consequence of the cynical. 


indifference of those who are most capable of contributing to their support. 
Service is withheld both in time and money, and so far as such persons are 


concerned, Judaism would ineur the reproach from which our sacrifices have. 


hitherto freed us, that of imposing an added burden of pauperism upon the 
general community. When the day comes for that reproach to be deserved, 
not the most studied indifference to religious and social duties will save the 
descendants of Jews from participating in the undiscriminating vengeance 
which an anti-Semitic outburst inflicts. 


In the absence through indisposition of the President of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association the executive are under exceptional difficulties in meeting 
the annual deficit. About £800 are required to cover the expenses of the 
current year, which include £500 for grants that are already committed to 
Schools in the East. It ought not to be impossible to raise this amount. 
The Anglo-Jewish Association cannot be said to be constantly appealing by 
dinners and balls. It relies mainly on the annual subscriptions from the 
members. But for the most part those subscriptions are very small, and the 
total number of them is singularly disproportionate to the Jewish population. 
It cannot be too strongly urged that the work of the Association should 
appeal to all Israelites who enjoy freedom from persecution and disability. 
To ameliorate the condition of those who are labouring under various forms 
of oppression is surely the noblest work in which we can engage. If the 
Association suffers it is partly due to the extreme need and palpable cogency of 
its cause. So indisputable are the rights of the case, so manifest is the 


worthiness of the objects that the mere statement of them is like the utter- 
ance of truisms, and consequently there may be a danger of their being 


ignored. It is, however, obviously the duty of the public to reconsider the 
question whenever there is special need of extra aid, as in the present 
instance. 


Mr. G. W. Smalley, in his recently published sketches of men of mark 
in London, which we have already noticed, attributes to the late Mr. John 
Walter, M.P., an “unsympathetic demeanour to Nonconformists and stil] 
more to the Jews.” Mr. Walter had in an unusual degree that cold and reserved 
manner which often accompanies among Englishmen genuine warmth and depth 
of feeling.

In conclusion, 


In some of its features the report of the Manchester Jewish Board of 
Gruardians can hardly be differentiated from that of most. institutions of 
its class. But that the tone of despair at the apathy of the large 
majority who can contribute, and who do not contribute to its funds, is very 
marked, we might from the opening sentences believe that we had 
picked up an old report from Devonshire Square. There is the same cry 
for increased support to meet increased demand, and the same indication 
that all means calculated to reach obdurate hearts and locked safes have 
been well-nigh exhausted. During the year ending March 3st 
there have, indeed, been occurrences which greatly encouraged the 
earnest and clear-sighted men who govern the Institution. Outside the 
community there has been a marked interest in the work of the Institution. 
The Manchester Guardian, a paper which takes a deservedly leading position 
in the North of England for its enlightened humanity, dealt with the Board 
of Guardians in an exhaustive and sympathetic manner. And _ public bodies 
responded to the implied appeal of the Guardian's article. The Manchester 
Board of (Guardians, the Prestwich Board of Guardians, and_ the 
Salford Board of (Guardians, gave proof of their appreciation of 
the work done by an unobtrusive body, whose method of working» 

a lesson to them in the administration of charity. In spite 
of-the special donations, however, and a slight diminution in the claims for 
absolute grants and aids of various kinds, the financial difficulties of the 
Institution are appreciably increased. This arises mainly in connection 
with a department, of whose wise administration and great success Manchester 
Jews are justly proud ; we mean the Industrial Department, the report of 
which can hardly be appreciated except by contrast with others. It is always 
invidious to compare ; but in the administration of charity, managers will 
be the first to admit the value of a comparison which tells against themselves. 


Comparing the figures of the London and Manchester Boards we get the

In Manchester there are no outstanding loans of those granted before 
1892-3, whereas in London 1-45 per cent. of loans of over a years’ standing 
is still due.

oor districts, chiefly inhabited by Jews, was as low as that of the 
wealthy districts of the city. Some time ago, he was of opinion that this 
was owing to the low infant mortality. It is, of course. well known that 
Jewish mothers do not leave their homes to work in factories. But a more 
careful examination of the statistics proves that the lower rate of mortality 
is to be found amongst Jews of all ages of life. Dr. Niven suggests several 
causes —temperance, the dietary laws, and the paradox that a Jew will have 
a good dinner to-day even if he is compelled to beg for a dinner to-morrow. 
The Ladies’ Association seems to be doing good work—sanitary, social and 
religious amongst the poor. The Holiday Home has been removed to 
larger premises at Chinley, and has the advantage of the supervision of Mrs. 
Sington, a lady living in the neighbourhood. We regret to see that Mrs.

Tne close season in regard to marriages through which we have just 
passed is strikingly paralleled by a similar custom in force among.other peoples, 
a3 was pointed out a few years ago in our columns by the late Dr. Asher, in 
an elaborate article signed ‘‘Aliquis.” The objection to performing marriages 
at this season of the year is very widespread. From early times the month 
of May, which covers a great part of the interval between Passover and 
Pentecost, has been regarded by various nations as unsuitable, and even 
unlus'sy, for wedlock. <A belief to this effect prevailed among the ancient 
Rom.ps. The fact has naturally not escaped the attention of Ovid, who in 
his /uste asserts: ‘ The common people profess it is unlucky to marry in 
the month of May.” The festivals of Bona Dea and the feasts of the dead 
were held in that month, and that may have had something to do with the 
belief. But the custom also extended to Christian countries, and some anti- 
quarisns have connected it with the cultus of the © Virgin Mary,” which is 
assoviated with the month of May. At one time a rule obtained in the 
Church forbidding marriages between Rogation and Trinity Sundays, and 
althou 7h that rule is now obsolete there are found to be fewer marriages in 
Eng snd and some other .countries in May than in any other month. In 
Scotland the prejudice against May marriages, which is attributed to the 
circumstance that the unhappy Mary Stuart was married to Bothwell in this 
month, is still very strong. It is curious, however, to note that in an old 
almavack for 1559, ‘by Lewis Vaughan made for the Mervdian of 
Gloucester,’ it js stated that marriages are begun again on the 22nd May, 
whith is somewhat analogous to our custom of resuming them on Log 
Bo'oner, The correspondence between the English and Jewish custom is 
brought out still more strikingly in an old adage which declares that ‘ those 
who marry between the sickle and the scythe will never thrive,” for it will be 


“from the time the sickle begins to be put to the standing corn.” Even the 
custom of abstaining from wedlock during the tnree weeks before the Fast 
of Ab finds its paraliel in the regulation referred to in the Almanach des 
Laboureurs that marriages should be avoided in August. Whether the 
restrictions of the synagogue were influenced to any extent by foreign 
customs and beliefs it is difficult to say. The fact that the interval between 
Passover and Pentecost was one of great suffering for medieval Jewry would 
su‘fi :iently account for its having com: to be observed as a non-marrying season.

The laws of Nazariteship of which we read in to-morrow’s weekly portion 
raise the important question whether Judaism is one of those religious 
systems which encourage the practice of asceticism. At first sight the 
Mosaic institution seems to give countenance to such a mode of life. Here 
is an order of religious votaries who are to abstain not alone from wine or 
‘strong drink—but even from the fruit of which wine is manufactured, while 
their hair is to remain uncut, and they may not defile themselves by contact 
with the dead—thus standing, for the time being, to the rest of the com- 
munity in the relation of a priesthood. As scripture phrases it, they were to 
be “}:aly unto God.” At the end of the period of abstinence they were to 
bring a sin-offering, which is usually explained as having for its object to 
atone for any unconscious violation of the vows of Nazariteship. But may 
not this sin-offering have been intended to signify that all such vows are in 
thema-lves sinful; that it is wrong to abstain from the good things of life 
which God has created for man’s enjoyment? The latter reason is quite as 
likely as the former. In the Talmud a discnssion is recorded as to the 
Jewish view of much fasting. One Rabbi is of opinion that a man who per- 
petually fasts is a saint, the other regards him as a sinner. The opinion 
of the second Rabbi comes nearer to the Jewish ideal of goodness than that 
of his opponent. Judaism, as we explained last week, places a higher value 


moderation. At least three-fourths of Jewish ceremonial has been designed 
with no other object than to teach us how we may consecrate the joys of life, 
and even the pleasures of the table, to the highest and holiest purposes. 
Take the matter of wine, which plays so important a part in Jewish religious 
enstoms, While there are those whose craving for strong drink is such that 
it can only be overcome by a pledge of total abstinence—perhaps the 
Nazarites included, among others, people of this temperament—J udaism 
teaches that it is better to be able to enjoy without any fear of giving way to 
excess. And Jews are admittedly the most temperate people on the face of 
the earth. The late Mr. Spurgeon once described himself as being oe i 
smoke a cigar “for the glory of God.” The sentiment to which he 


gave characteristic expression shocked his Baptist hearers, but it was | 
thoroughly in harmony with the genius of Judaism. | 


“HAMPSTEAD FOUNDATION PRIZES.” 


The Maccabeans uave for some time been desirous df entering upon a 
more extended career of usefulness and giving practical shape to their ideals. 
With this object they recently appointed a special committee to consider the beat 
means of carrying into effect some valuable suggestions contained in papers read 
before the Society by some of the members. This Committee reported (among 
other recommend tions) in favour of offering prizes to Jewish children for essaya 
on questions affecting the welfare, progress and honour of the Jewish race. At 
the same time, Mr. Herbert Bentwitch, LU-B.. generously placed the sum of one 
hundred pounds at the disposal of The Maccabwans for this purpose. Mr. 
Bentwitch’s gift was gratefully accepted, and the task of formulating a Scheme 
for such prizes was entrusted to an Education Committee. This body recom. 
mended that five prizes, each consisting of a gcuinea’s worth of books, be offered 
annually for competition to Jewish children—girls and boys—under the age of 
fifteen years, whether in Schools or Religion Classes or under private tnition, 
The Inaugural Competition will take place in September next, and “ Judas 
Maccabeus” has been appropriately selected as the tirst subject of the essays. Aa 
the promoters of the movement are anxious to popularise the study of Jeuritah 
History, it is earnestly hoped that as many children as possible will anter their 
names for the Competition. The prizes —to be called the *' Hampstead Foundation 
Prizes ’’—will be presented to the successful candidates in each year at a meeting 
of The Maccabwans. Should anticipations be realised and a large number of 


essays be sent in, other public-spirited members of the community will, doubtless, 


come forward to augment the Prize Fund ‘and thus give a further and much 
needed stimulus to the study of Jewish History and Literature. 


ANTI-SEMITISM IN FRANCE. 

| The Paris correspondent of the Nears, telegraphing on Monday night 
says: The growth of anti-Semitism in France within five or six years is too 
palpable a fact to bo ignored. Educated people oned entertained the view, 
mistakenly, that it was alla flash in the pan, that M. Drumont was a madiman, 
that “Jew mania” would die all the sooner if no notice were taken of it. M. 
Drumont proves to have been 1 true prophet, and sensible people tina they were 
quite mistaken. The other day, when a pointed remark was made in the Chamber 
almost for the first time against the Jews, M. Ribot replied that the anti-Semiti: 
question did not exist. Since then the Chamber has wasted two whole days in 
hearing anti-Semitic speeches. The comments of the Paris press on the debate are 
even more startling than the debate itself. Leaving out of count the * Libra 
Parole” and other papers that have been converted by it to the doctrine 
of “France for the French,” the other papers contain utterances which 
may be paraphrased, “The Jews in France are a nuisance.” An assertion 
[ feel bound to dispose of is that anti-Semitism in France is a religious 
question. It is nothing of the kind. The anti-Semite dishkes the Jew 
for reasons not very different) from those for which he dislikes the 
Englishman. We may call it prejudice, envy, fear of rivalry, charges of 
unfair competition, &c. Jews and their friends have condemned anti-Semitism in 
the name of relizious freedom. This is beating the air. The proper course ww to 
meet anti-Semites on their own ground. This is what M, Naquet (a Jew) has 
been the firat to attempt. | | 

M. Naquet, in replying to-day in the Chamber to the speech of M. Denia 

against the Jews, said that M. Levaillant, if he really wrote that the Jews were 
the highest aristocracy in the world, did not belong to the aristocracy of 
intelligence. I[f anti-Semitism were a criticism of dogma, he (M. Naquet) would 
be an anti-Semite. If the present anti-Semitic movement succeeded in stirring 
up the people against Jews, Christians also might suffer. A mob that plundered 
Rothschilds would go round the corner and plunder the Credit Lyonnais. Ln 
fact, the wealthy Jews would run leas danger than poor ones, who would be 
unable to leave the country. French Jews were so completely fused in the rest 
of the nation that there were Jews in every political. party, including the 
Royalists. M. Naquet would like to see the union more complete. The best 
course was to promote mixed marriages, but the clergy of all denominations were 
against them. M. Baudry d’Asson (Right) laid on the table a Bill to deprive the 
Jews of their citizenship.—(‘“‘Ob,,Oh!”) On a division, an order of the day 
pure and simple, proposed by M. Leygues, the Minister of the Interior, was 
carried by 299 against 206.

My purpose, however, in troubling you with these few lines is to confirm |

It is exceedingly sad, and not alittle disgraceful, that there should be among 
Jewsa number of very wealthy families who, living in splendour themselves, are 
utterly unmindful of the distress and suffering which surround them, and who 
neither contribute to our communal institutions nor to any others. 

There are also a still larger number of families in easy circumstances, who 
grudge themselves no pleasure, but who are entirely deaf to the cry of the 
needy, and take no interest in any charitable work. It is the duty of all of us 
to seek out such selfish and callous persons, and to endeavour to make them 
ashamed of their avarice and their uselessness. If all means fail to arouse in 
these people a sense of duty or the feeling of humanity, we must leave them 
to their own devices and to public contempt ; the less we have to do with them, 
and the less our children consort with them, the better. Charity has always 
been the distinguishing characteristic of the Jews. High position and great 
fortune, without a sense of obligation, are the very factors to create anti- 
Semitism, which, under such circumstances, would be only too well deserved.

yet having neither time nor thought nor money forthe poor of their com- 


munity, Itis high time” said Mr, Spielman, “that the communal search-light

When Mr. Spielman points out further that the people to whom he refers 
are Jews who have not themselves made their money, but bave inherited their 
wealth from parents or relatives who, in life, were among the greatest bene- 
factors of our community, your readers will at once recognise who are the 
individuals to whom he refers. One has only to call to mind the names of the 
great Jewish philanthropists of 20 or 30 years ago, and, without a search-light, 
to discover that those who have inherited their name and wealth have, almost to 
a man, proved themselves unworthy of their inheritance by a selfish disregard 
of the duties which that inheritance involved. | 


Mr, Spielman asks: “ Is there no way by which we may remedy such a state 
of things?” Permit me to offer a practical suggestion. 

Some years ago, a correspondent of the Jewish Chronicle, then discussing a 
cognate subject, advised that any person who neglected to give to the poor a 
fair share of his income should be regarded as a thief by his fellow-men, and 
treated accordingly, This would, perhaps, be a rather drastic measure. But 
it would not be too drastic a step if Jewish society were to boycott such men as 
those of the class that Mr. Spielman holds up to scorn. These men are alwavs 
glad to hang on to the skirts of our great people. Let them be shaken off, 
avoided as_a pest and a nuisance. They are parasites, who take all and yield 
nothing. By ignoring the claims of their fellow-men, by closing their eyes to 


| the wants of the poor, by devoting all their energies solely to their own pleasures 


and profits, they shut themselves out from all human brotherhood, and humanity 
should shut them out, The social compact is a pact of mutuality—a bargain 
of give and take. He who takes all and gives nothing loses all claim to human 
fellowship or Jewish brotherhood. If we meet such a man—millionaire in 
means, pauret in deeds—let us cease to bow to him or offer him the courtesies 
of social fellowship ; for he has cut himself off from his own people. 

Ove of the most tolerant of men once said: “Iam tolerant to all men 


except to the intolerant.” So, too, let us be charitable to all men except to the

Sir,—According to your correspondent, C, Goldstein, pupil teacher of 
Essex Street Centre (I do not know if I have enjoyed the honour of being 
pulverised by a lady or gentleman), [ have evolved out of my own imagination 
the complaint I felt justified in making, that girls of tender age are compelled 
to go to Essex Street late at night, that on their way home they run the gauntlet 
of Bethnal Green rowdyism, and that they have been asked to sit at a science 
exam., from ‘) p.m. to 12 midnight. I have no wish to enter into a contentious 
correspondence with a member of a profession for which I entertain particular 
respect, and I will ask permission to say, what you, Mr. Editor, will I am sure 
permit me to, that I am not disposed to rush incontinently into print, or to fill 
your correspondence columns with groundless complaints, The facts are as I 

ave stated. Jewish P,T.’s who miss their “ centre” work on Saturdays, have 
to make up this time on a week-day night at a Board School in the lowest part 
of Bethnal Green, in close proximity to a number of dark railway arches, under 
which numbers of them have to pass. Your correspondent admits that they — 
stay till 8°30 p.m. Those who know the neighbourhood are aware that, ona 
dark winter evening, the objections to Bethnal Green as a promenade for 
respectable female pupil teachers are as valid at 830 as at any hour between 
that and midnight. Some of the P., T.’s live at a distance of many milesfrom 
Essex Street, and it is fully 10 p.m, before they arrive at their homes. k say 
that some of the parents and friends of these children regard this night's 
excursion with natural anxiety. I know of one case where the friends of a 
young P. T. living comparatively near, absolutely refused to allow her to attend, 
and she still remains away, while her case is being considered at headquarters. 
I suppose it will be settled in time to affect this candidate's children ; meanwhile, 
the girl remains where she ought to be, under the safe care of ber guardians.

THE WANTS OF THE PROVINCES. 


Siz,—Permit me to correct a printer’s error which crept into my letter pub-

He expressed his appreciation 
of the musical programme, which, he said, reflected credit, not only on the 
teachers, but also on the performers, who sang as though they thoroughly 
understood what they were singing, Pg escent the Hebrew. He also was 
pleased with the Swedish drill. He had been told that the Boys’ Department 
was cramped for room; he would not be sorry to hear that the same was the 


ease in the Girls’ School, and that kind friends of the institution would enable 


the Committee to enlarge the building, He had no objection to Jewish children 
attending Board Schools, provided intelligently-taught religion classes were 
attached thereto, But he preferred that Jewish children should attend their 
own denominational schools; he was an old-fashioned Jew, intensely anxious 
for the preservation of the grand old Hebrew language.

Albert, the Rev. F, L Cohen, and particularly the Rev. S. Singer, who had been 
connected w.th tbe School from its commencement, and the excellent Head- 
master and the Head-mistress (Miss Samuel), on the admirable results 
attained, tle wished all success to the School, and trusted it would assume an 
important position among educational establishments, It was doing good in the 
South of London, a district with which he was connected by birth, having first 
seen the light in Camberwell,.and it was of the utmost advantage to the Jews 
of the workiny-classes that they should disperse themselves over the Metropolis, 
instead of herding in Whitechapel, Those who settled on the Surrey side wonld 
tind an admirable school and a highly respactable congregation. Mr. Mocatta 
coaciuded ty hinting to the children, that as evidence of his satisfaction with 
what he bad seen and heard that afternoon, ha would give them a treat to the 
Ciystal Palace Curing the sammer, The announcement was enthusiastically 
vreeted by the young people. 

The Rev. 8. SINGER, in moving the doption of the Annual Report, main- 
taired as a practical indication of the value of the work done at the school, that 
the (iovernment grant, which, four years ago was £150, bad now risen to £319, 
He pointed out to the local residents that they should not rely on their wealthy 
co-religionis's who did not live in the district for the maintenance of the 
schools, ‘Phere should not be one member of the Borough Synagogue who was 
not also acontributor to the adjacent schools. He reminded them that the 
Synagogue and Schools were twins at the commencement, and that the schools, 
by drawing to themselves a larger amount of public favour, to a great extent 
enabled the syuagogue to be built. Common gratitude, therefore, required that 
the members of the synagogue should contribute to the schools.

THE POPE. AND THE JEW-BAITERS. 


More and more furious waxes the fight between the Clericals and Liberals 
in Austria-Hungary. The tide of battle ebbs and flows from week to week, 
and, although there can be no vestige of doubt as to the side which will 
_ eventually triumph, the struggle is for the moment undecided. The sensational 
success of the anti-Semitic wing of the Clerical Partyat the Viennese Municipal 
Elections has not, as yet, given the party of Dr. Luragr any very practical 
advantage. The valiant doctor is not yet Burgo Master, and there seems a 
likelihood of the municipality being dissolved before his ambition 
is realised. Moreover the Hungarian contingent of Liberals have, 
in a sense, come to the rescue of their hard-pressed Austrian fellows 
and have inflicted a severe blow on the reactionary party by procuring the 
retirement of Count Katnoxy from the office of Imperial Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. ‘his success counts for much in the social war now 
proceeding in the Dual Monarchy. It is not impossible that it may modify 
the disingenuous diplomacy of the Vatican in regard to the Jewish 
Question, and it has certainly administered a corrective to the growing 
popular impression in Austria that the Church, with its tag-rag and 
bob-tail of Christian Socialists and anti-Semites, is destined to 
Sweep everything before it. None the less, do not  dis_ 
guise from ourselves that the victory is a costly one. In 
common with all sensible politicians we cannot but regret the dis- 
‘@ppearance of so cool a head as that of Count Katnoxy from 
the direction of the delicate and complicated foreign reiations of the Dual 
Monarchy. This sober, level-headed and eminently tactful minister, in 
Whose hands was the powder magazine of Europe, won for himself during > 
his thirteen years of office, the complete confidence of the powers and the 
nations. In spite of discordant elements at home, calculated at any moment 
to embroil the Empire with its neighbours ; in spite, too, of an alliance 
which almost implies hostility to two of the great powers of Europe, Count 
Katyoxy preserved the most friendly relations with every Continental state. 
His tenure of office had, indeed, come to be regarded as one of the corner 
stones of European peace. We need scarcely point out that the question 
of peace or war in Eastern Europe affects the Jews more closely 
than any other people, seeing that the lands in which they most thickly | 


| congregate—Galicia, and the Prussian and Russian Polish provinces—would 
be the battlefield of any great struggle which might arise between Germany 


and Austria on the one hand, and Russia on the other, For this reason the 
services which Count Katyoxy rendered to the cause of European peace must 
be genuinely appreciated throughout the Eastern Jewries as well as in those 
remoter communities which are usually called upon to make sacrifices when 
the Polish Ghettos are visited by adversity. | 
Unfortunately, when the circumstances of Count resigna- 
tion are considered, the Jews cannot regard the event with unmixed 
regret. Count Katyoxy’s fall is, as we have already pointed ont, 
a signal victory for the Liberal element which has lately been struggling 
with reactionary Clericalism in both Austria and Hungary. In this 
struggle Jewish interests have been affected in a very direct way. 
The Liberal movement, with its head-quarters at Budapest, has been 
endeavouring to force through the House of Magnates a series of Eccle- 
siastical Reform Bills, among which figured a measure —now adopted in a 
mutilated state —for completing Jewish emancipation in Hungary. (a the 
other hand, the Clerical reaction is in full swing in Vienna, where, 


the ‘upper-hand in the Municipal Council and has brought the 
repeal of Jewish emancipation almost within the bounds of practical 
politics. These two movements, although apparently independent and 
localised, have gradually been brought into conflict. As the final word 
in all questions of government in the Dual Monarchy rests with Vienna, the 
dominant Clericals in Austria soon began to intrigue against the dominant 
Liberals in Hungary. They were careful, however, to give no technical 
offence to the Budapest Cabinet, but the assurance of their support sufficed 
to stiffen the back of the House of Magnates in its resistance to the 
popular will. Presently the Clericals made a false move. The Papal 
Nuncio, at the height of the constitutional struggle in Budapest, ventured 
on a visit to the Hungarian capital and openly trafficked with politicians 
in that city. He succeeded in detaching the ex-Premier, Count Szapary, 
from his Liberal allegiance. This interference in the internal polities of 
Hungary by the diplomatic representative of the Vatican stirred the pro 
foundest indignation of thefalready excited Magyars, and the Premier, Baron 
Banrry, called upon the Minister of Foreign Aftfairs—who in this respect 
represents both halves of the monarchy—to address a remonstrance to the 
Holy See. Count Katnoky found himself on the horns of a dilemma. 
| He was a member of a Clerical Cabinet, and himself, in a mild and 
inoffensive way, a Clerical ; on the other hand he was also a 
Hungarian minister, as much dependent on Hungarian, as on Austrian, 
support. If he complied with the demand of the Hungarian Cabinet, he 
would alienate all his Clerical friends, and stultify his own Clerical 
sympathies ; if he refused he would be unable to meet the 
Hungarian Delegation next month, and obtain from it the vote of 


He acted with characteristic honesty. He declined to acquiesce in the 
unpalatable proposal submitted to him, and at once resigned his office. The 
result is a serious blow to the Clerical party, and as such we cannot but 
rejoice over it. That it is in some respects unfortunate is not to be denied, 
but—a la guerre, comme ala guerre! | 
Whatever the effect on the Vatican of this significant victory of Austro- 
Hungarian Liberalism—and it must certainly raise grave misgivings in that 
quarter—it seems to us that the time has arrived when the Jews might 
with reason appeal to the head of the Roman Catholic Church to use his 
‘nfluence for the restraint of the violence of the anti-Semites, who owe all 
their present very large capacity for mischief to Clerical connivance and sup- 
port. It is true that the mission of Cardinal ScuogNporn to Rome, which 
was undertaken for this purpose, proved abortive, but within the few short 
weeks which have elapsed since that prelate returned empty-handed to Vienna, 
several things have occurred which render it probable that Leo XU. may 


the mutilated form in which the Jewish Emancipation Bill 
has now passed the Hungarian House of Magnates and beea adopted by the 
Lower House makes the fullest concession to Clerical susceptibilities. The 
omission of the clause permitting conversions to Judaism, although galling 
to Jewish amour propre, does not inflict any serious disability on our 
Hungarian coreligionists.

GREAT ALIE STREET SYNAGOGUE. 


On Sunday last the new Kalischer Synagogue, situated in Great Alie Street—a 
notable addition to the Federated Synagogues—was opened by Sir SaMUEL MONTAGD, 
Bart., M.P, The synagogue was decorated with beautiful pals and flowers and 
flags, and the steps leading to the Ark formed an effective and pictaresque ensemble, 
while festoons of evergccens and flowers hung from the bal:onies, The synagogue 
affords accommodation for 193 male members and 89 ladies, The building was 
crected by Mr, Richardson, of Finsbury Square, from the designs of Mr, Lewis 
Solomon, Architect, of New Broad Street, ata cost of £1,600. ‘ne whole of the 
Hebrew and English writing, and the artistic decorations were designed and executed 
by Mr. L. D, Weinberg, of 95, Cannon Street Road, E., and the flags and decorations 
were gratuitoualy lent by Messrs J. Defries and Son, The Rev, Dr. Adler, Chief 
Rabbi, Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart , M P., and Rev, B, Spiers, Dayan, carried Scrolls 
of the Law during the circuits. The service was conducted by the Rev, M. Hast, 
of the Great Synagogue, assisted by the choi: of the New Synagogue. 


The usual Psalms were sung, and after the Afternoon Service, the Chief Rabbi 


delivered the following sermon :— : 

“T was glad, when they said unto me, Let us go into the House of God.” You 
must be thrilled, my dear brethren, with feelings of intense thankfulness, that 
you are enabled t) quit the narrow and unsuitanle localities wherein you have 
hitherto worshipped, and that you will henceforth assemble in this pleasant 
structure, which, althouzh small, is fully adapted to its sacred purpose, When I 
addressed you here, six months ago, at the laying ot the foundation stone, I narrated 
the origin and purposs of your Chevra, and explained the reasons which led to 
your building this house, The day which you have selected for the solemn cere- 
monial of consecra*ion urges me to speak t>9 you of the sacred import of the holy 
festival we prepare t) solemnize. We commem)rate this day the first of the three 
days, during which our fathers were to be sanctified so that they might be ready 
for that sublimest event in our history, the Divine Manifestation on Sinai, And 
these same ‘days of bordering’ remind us that we, in our time, have still to pre- 
pare ourselves, we have t» sanctify our souls, we must attune our hearts and minds, 


so that we may worthily celebrate the great festival of the giving ofour Law. And | 


with this view I take as my text the following verse from the prophet Isaiah, chap. 59, 
verse 21, “ As for me, this is my covenant with them, saith the Lord ; My spirit that 
is Qpon thee, and My words which I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart out of 
thy mouth, nor out of the mouths of thy children, nor out of the mouth of thy 
children’s children, saith the Lord, from henceforth and for ever,” The vrand and 
inspiriting announcemnt is made in these words that the Law revealed by God on 
Sinai is to exist for ever—even unto the end of time. Two elementsof our religion 
are here clearly di-tinguished—the spirit, that is to say, the great doctrines it 
teaches, the sublime belief in the unity of the Godhead and in the Divine Recom- 
pense which it unfolds, and its words, the high moral lessons it preaches and the 
distinctive ordinances in enjoins upon every Israelite born, These two elements, 
the spirit and the word, are closely intertwined and blended together. They con- 


etitate the pure and inalienable Judaism. This covenant is not merely made 


with us, but constitut:s our very being, it is tue very breath of our life, The 
acknowledgment on our part of the eternal binding force of the Torah, and 


the promise on the part of the Divine Lawgiver, that both the letter and the > 


spirit of His Revelation shall never depart from the mouth of our offspring 
and their descendants unto the end of time. Now think you, my brethren, that 


_ having heard these words, you may comfortably sit down, aud fold your hands with 


smug complacencs, thinking to yourselves, We need not toil or trouble any further. 
God has given us his gracious promise that the Torah will abide for ever, and this pro- 
mise the Lord of Trnth will assuredly keep and uphold, Away with such a delusion, 
my friends, The D,vine assurance is conditional; its fulfilment depends on our 
keeping our part of the contract. We read in the Midrash, that when Israel had 
signified their willingness to accept the Law, the Lord said unto them, “ What 
sureties can ye give Me, that ye will faithfully keep the Law?’ And they 
answered and said, ‘‘ Heaven and earth shall be our guarantees, that Thy Word 
shall ever remain dear and holy unto us.’ Then said the Lord, “ How can I accept 


&@ warranty, so unstable and inscscare?” Is it not written ‘‘The heavens shall 


vanish away like smoke, and the earth shall wax old as a garment?” Then said 


- Israel, “ The patriarchs shall b2 our securities—Abraham who taught mankind to 
believe in Thee; Isaac, who meekly allowed himself to b3 bound on the altar ; 


Jacob, who bore his manifold trials s» patiently.” But the Lord said, “I cannot 
accept these, for great though their virtues were, they were not devoid of faults 
and foibles,” Then Isriel drew nigh again and presented their children as hostages, 


- that they would watch with unfa ling fidelity over the treasure to be entrusted to 


them, Then said the Lord graciously, ‘These I accept,” even as it is written, 
“Out of the mouths of babes and sucklings thou hast ordained strength,” Aye,

kerp the Heaven-ordJained day of rest; you must within your home and outside 
your home observe those commandments, the object of which it is ever to keep 
before your minds the remembrance of God, With the inmates of your house you 
must prac ise gentleners and forbsarance. As you mix with your fellow-men you 
must evince honesty, trathfalness and the love of peace, But practice alone, how- 


ever important, will not suffice, You must act, even as your forefathers did, who 


exclaimed, “ All that the Lord has eaid we will do and hear.” Theory and practice, 
s'uly and action, kaowledge and performance must go hand-in hand, “And thou 


shalt teach them dil:gently unto thy children.” This great duty appeals to you to- 


day with the sime p »tency, the same anthority as it did when it was first uttered.

tav Freytag, perhaps the greatest contemporary figure in German literary 

caution ta bbb pcr his fame when he died a week or two back, Yet 
at least one of his novels and one of his plays have earned immortality, His 
‘Soll und Haben ” is a huge book, longer than the longest of Dickens, I should 

think. No less than three separate times has it been turned into English, and 
as its title implies (“ Debit and Credit’’),it deals largely with commercial life. 
There is, however, a strong aristocratic element in the work, and a notorious 
Jewish element. Freytag’s Jewish types were unpleasant, and did so much 
injury that the name of one of his Hebrew characters passed into the language 
as a byeword anda reproach. Freytag, however, was no bigot ; certainly he 
was not an anti-Semite. He took up the cudgels of Jewish art against Wagner, 
end in his later works sought to mitigate the effects of his earlier attack. Unfor- 


- tunately, as with Dickens, such reparation is never effective ; for the Fagins and 


Itzigs stick, while the milder figures make no impression. I believe that 
Freytag married a Jewess. 


How the newer way of looking at religious history is filtering down to the 
ordinary reader may be seen from an excellent ‘“ Extension Manual ” just pub- 
jished by Murray, Prof. Menzies has produced a capital “ History of Religion,” 
and it may interest readers to hear his verdict on Judaism as displayed in 
the Old Testament, It goes without saying that the author cares little and 
knows little of the developments which Judaism underwent immediately before 
and considerably after the foundation of Christianity. This what he says on 
p. 211 :— | 


“Thus Judaism comes to be a religion full of contradictions, and could not as a whole 


pass to other nations. The temple and the synagogue represent opposite principles of wor- 
ship. The Jew feels himself to be entrusted with a world-religion, and yet shuts himself 
up in such exclusiveness as to draw on himself the hatred of all peoples, and to be charged 
n turn with hatred of the human race. A religion of faith and love consorts with a religion 
of rulesandlimitations. If the faith of Israel was to fulfil its mission to the world, it was 
necessary that some one should come who could purge this threshing-floor, burning the chaff 
and gathering up the wheat to be the seed of the progress of mankind.” 


This is just in the main, but a fallacy lurks in the phrase I have italicised 


Not somz one but a good many had to come, and have to come, before Judaism 
shall have realised all its potentialities. 


The Haupt Bible, with its colours and its critical flights, continues to make 
progress. Cornill’s “ Jeremiah ” and Bennett’s ‘ Joshua” have now been issued, 
Still the English translations and introductions are held back, and it is not easy 
to criticise an edition until the whole of each editor’s work is before us. Students 
have, however, a fine opportunity here to judge of what a reconstructed. 
Massoretic text looks lke, and they would do well to send to D. Nutt for 
the new volumes, . | 


Though tbere are a huge number of Jewish sporting journalists, few Jewish 
writers have devoted themselves to sporting literature. Perhaps the reason is 
that Jews were always somewhat opposed to certain forms of sport. Thus Meir 
of Rothenburg (the “ Maharam‘’) in one of his Decisions utters a terrible 
threat :—“ He who hunts animals with dogs, will not participate in the joys of 


‘the Leviathan hereafter.” He would not have been so hard on Billiards, surely. 


There will soon be issued by Messrs, Longmans a “ Badminton” volume on 
Billiards ; and it is hardly necessary to point out that the Badminton series of 
sporting volumes is the best and most literary ever published. To this forth- 
coming book, Mr, A. E, Henriques Valentine will contribute an account of the 
“ Early History of Billiards till the rise of Kentfield” (about half a century 
back.) Mr. Valentine is obviously a competent authority, for his: very 
interesting article in the Pall Ma!l Gazette of September 19th last, shows that 
he has a wide knowledge of the literature of his subject. His quotations from 


Elizabethan and other poets are particularly curious, and his future work in 
this line will be awaited with considerable expectations. 


Foreign critics, like those at home, are finding much to admire in Mrs. Henry 


Lucas’ “Songs of Zion” (J. Dent.) The latest to eulogise these beautiful 
versions of Hebrew poems is Professor Oort. The volume has already sold 
well, but its cost isso trifling (half-a-crown net) that it ought to be in the hands 


of every Jewish boy and girl. As anaid to devotion and asa poetic treasury 
the volume has many attractions, 


Mr, A. Kenner, M.A, has made an admirable selection of Hartmann’s 


Essays, he has translated them into clear English, and has edited them with a 


capital preface. ‘“ The Sexes Compared and other Essays by Edward von 
Hartmann” (London, Swan, Sonnenschein and Co., 1895) is not, of course, quite 
a pleasant book, but it is full of profound thought. Hartmann’s plea for 


different codes of morality for men and women (see the first essay in the 


volume), must, however, be repudiated by all who can distinguish between what is 
and what ought to be, Hartmann simply justifies vice, and only puts in specious 
scientific language the thoughts of the “ man about town.” The other essays 


~ are of a different character, and Mr, Kenner has done a real service to English 


readers by letting them understand that the modern pessimism is after all the 
old optimism written in new terms, Let me quote the words with which 
Hartmann closes the essay, which also closes Mr. Kenner’s attractive volume. 
This is Hartmann’s conclusion of the whole matter :— 

“If the optimist revel in anticipation of the golden age of the future, the pessimist 
may console himself with the hope of a final universal salvation. The follower of

| MANCHESTER, | 

The annual meeting of the Jewish Ladies’ Visiting Association was held on 
Sunday at the Manchester Town Hall. Mrs, Behrens (President) was in the chair, 
The Rev. L, M, Simmons (Hon, Secretary) presented the eleventh annual report, 
which showed that the finances of the Association were. in a satisfactory position, 
The Committee stated that the increase of the Manchester Jewish community 
rendered impefative the existence of an institution which, through personal 
intercourse and sympathy, endeavoured to raise the status of those to whom the 
community must mainly look for its future devalopment and strength, The work 
branch, under the management of Mrs. B, Harris, began its work at the end of 
December and closed it before the Feast of Passover, It gave employment to 20. 
women, and made up nearly 400 garments, During the year 56 cases of sickness 
had received relief in nourishment ; 2641b, of meat and 672 pints of milk had been 
distributed, at a cost of nearly £12. It was possible that the Committee might 
consider the advisability of appropriating a special fund to meet the demands made 
upon it io this department of its work, The holiday home at Birch Vale, Derbyshire, 


was no less successful last year than in former years ; 108 children visited the home 


during the summer, The total cost of each child’s food was 4s, 5d. per week. Ths 
home was visited by many members of the Committee and by many friends, and 
was removed after the Jewish New Year holidays to larger and more convenient 
premises at Chinley, Derbyshire, a pretty little village near Chapel-en-le-Frith. 
There was in the new house plenty of room to take more children, but the Com- 
mittee would have to restrict itself tothe number of twelve at a time unless it 
could procure sufficient fands to take more,—Dr, Niven (Medical Officer of Health), 
in mcving the adoption of the report, said it was to him a most wonderful thing 
that year after year and quarter after quarter they found the mortality amongst the 
Jewish people of the poorest class so very much below that of the population 
surrounding them, In some cases it was not greater than half the mortality one 
found in the poorer districta generally, It had been especially a remarkable 
circumstance to find in the lower parts of Strangeways a death-rate such as might 
compare with the healthiest cities in Great Britain. It was by no means an easy 
circumstance to say to what this was due. The subject, however, was one that 
called for investigation, so that if possible the good influences at work among the 
Jews might be brought into wider operation for the benefit of the general com- 
munity, General causes must be at work among the Jews to bring about this 


result in the districtsin which they lived, As the firet and chief of those causes 


he would suggest temperance, The more temperate hatits of the Jewish people 
were, he believed, the chief cause of the low death-rate,. Dirt was a great cause of 
disease, and it was an excellent thing for the Jews that from a very early period in 
their history attention to personal cleanliness had been one of their religious 
observances, Then, again, they took very stringent precautious against the con- 
sumption of impure meat, and, what was even more important, they insisted upon 
getting pure milk.—( Hear, hear), There was an impression that among the Jews 
there was more overcrowding than among the poorer classes of the general 
community, He was notsure that that impression could be justified, They had 
the advantage, at all events, of a good deal of open space in the centre of their partiou- 
lar district, Another thing that would cont:sibute to their health was the fact that 
even the poorest of them contrived to get good food, and to eat well and heartily, 
(Laughter and applause), Mr. E, M. Henriques seconded the resolution, The good 
heaith of the Jewish population, he remarked, was no doubt due tosomeextent to the 
prevalence of temperate habits. But the chief cause, in his opinion, was to be found 
in the food regulations, and in the good and plentiful food supply of the people. The 
motion was adopted. The Rev, I. Simon, in proposing the re-election of the officers, 
said he thought the Jews were healthy, not because they were teetotallers, bat 
becauge, on the contrary,they took an occasional glass of wine, 
Jews who took a glass regularly, and they enjoyed it, and it did them good.

THe Rey, A. A. GREEN ON JEWISH ENTHUSIASM.—Preaching last Sabbath 
atthe Hampstead Synagogue, on the history of the Book of Numbers, the Rev. 
A. A. Green said that the “ generation of the wilderness,’ whose perverseness 
had become a byword in universal literature, sinned and suffered as muchas 
they did through a poverty of ideals and lack of that enthusiasm which would 
have converted the howling wilderness into a bright smiling path over which, 
with elastic step, they might haye trodden their hopeful way to the Land of 
Promise. This same lack of enthusiasm is the besetting sin of this generation 
of their descendants. Outof our prosaic material life all the poetry and much 
of the religion is fast expiring for want of Hebrew ideals and Jewish enthu- 
siasm. Religious enthusiasm is a quality so little appreciated among us that the 
rT modern Jew regards it as a mild form of mental aberration. The 
Jewish Chronicle of that week contained a sentence which, for its unconscious 
satire, was too good to be passed over. Commenting on the election meeting at 
an important synagogue it reported that at one time some warmth of feeling 
upon a question of ritual was anticipated, but that “a conciliatory spirit pre- 
vailed owing to a lack of enthusiasm on both sides,” Quietude prevailed owing 
to the “ lack of enthusiasm on duth sides! Here we had hit off in verity the 
secret of what was killing religion among us—the lack of enthusiasm on both 
sides. If only there were enough enthusiasm on both sides, or on either side, 
there might be some hope for a strong virile Judaism, but, in this absence of 
enthusiasm, nothing worthy could be accomplished. Weare—like our ancestors 
—in a wilderness, and there we shall stay until there arise among us men who 
will not be ashamed of being enthusiastic, whatever their opinions might be. 
Let us bave anything rather than this insipid stagnation. Sooner let us divide 


off than all die together. Better two lands of promise than none at all, better 


difference of opinion than indifference to any opinion which 1s our present 
normal condition, to the constant shame of an intellectual denomination which, 
having led a great world to a land of promise, returns itself to waste and to 
wither in a wilderness upon which it ought to have turned its back for ever.
